Marijuana Plants Confiscated 


In Grayling Twp. Greenhouse 


Crawford County Sheriff deputies and Michigan State 
Police Narcotics Officers seized 14 marijuana plants from a 
small greenhouse located in Grayling Twp. on October 7. The 


‘ plants ranged from 8-10 feet tall and had an approx. value of 


$500 each. The Sheriff Dept. conducted a two-week investi- 
gation after receiving an anonymous tip and were then 
assisted by MSP Narcotics Unit in Gaylord. The case is still 
under investigation by the Sheriff Dept. and warrants are 
expected to be issued against a Grayling man who has been 
connected with the growing plants. The name of the suspect 
was not released by police.

Red Cross, United Way 


Join for Fund-Raising 


Two of the largest com- 
munity agencies in Crawford 
County recently became 
partners — the Crawford 
County United Way and 
American Red Cross. This 
new relationship is signifi- 
cant as it has increased the 
United Way’s goal this year 
to meet the funding needs of 
the Red Cross. 

Red Cross will be allocated 
$7,000 from United Way to 
meet their ever-increasing 
needs to serve the residents 
of Crawford County. If you 
would like to donate to Red 
Cross, please do so through 
United Way.

Over the past year, the 
local Red Cross Chapter 
helped the victims of four 
local disasters, including 
two uninsured family homes 
that were burned out. Food, 


clothing and in some in- 
stances, shelter was pro- 
vided to these individuals. 
There have been 42 such 
burnouts in Crawford County 
since the Red Cross assumed 
full responsibility for local 
disaster relief back in 1977. A 
total of $19,511 in food, cloth- 
ing and shelter has been 
given to the victims, all from 
the budget of this local Chap- 
ter. In fact, the Crawford 
County Chapter of the Red 
Cross is the only chapter in 


northern Michigan  ren- 
dering this full Red Cross 
disaster relief service. 


Another valuable service 
provided by the Red Cruss is 
emergency messages bhe- 
tween Crawford County fam- 
ilies and their servicemen 
and servicewomen. In 158 in- 
stances last year, messages 
were handled free, no matter 
where they were located in 
the U.S. or overseas. The 
telephone toll call to the 


Chapter for those services 
was over $800 last year. Ser- 
vice is available 24 hours a 
day, 365 days per year, and 
is rendered by unpaid Red 
Cross volunteers. 

The local Blood Banks are 
sponsored by the Red Cross. 
Last year 692 of Crawford 
County’s blood donors came 
to the 10 blood banks to give 
a pint of their blood, No mat- 
ter where you’re located in 
the U.S., in time of need free 
blood is given because of the 
generosity of those blood 
donors. 

During the past year the 
Chapter’s 23 volunteer in- 
structors held 117 classes. 
They qualified 866 individ- 
uals to perform first aid, car- 
diac pulmonary resuscita- 
tion, water life saving and 
swimmiong. These 23 in- 
Structors averaged over 49 
hours each of their personal 
time to teach those classes,

River House Helps 
164 Domestic Violence 
Victims in Ist Year 


October is Domestic Violence Awareness 
month, and a year ago this month the River 
House Shelter and Domestic Crisis Services 
opened its doors to its first clients. 

In the year that River House has been in 
operation it has provided services to 164 vic- 
tims of family violence. In all cases the vic- 
tim was a woman. In 53 of these cases the 
service included sheltering the women 
along with their 130 dependent children. 


River House Shelter is a non-profit, Mercy 
Hospital-sponsored program for victims of 
domestic violence and their dependent 
children. While River House Shelter is lo- 
cated in Grayling, it provides services to 
victims in a four county area: Crawford, 
Oscoda, Ogemaw, and Roscommon. 

Family violence - physical assault, psy- 
chological abuse, sexual assault, destruc- 
tion of property and/or pets - is a relentless- 
ly democratic activity. It cuts across geo- 
graphic, religious, economic, race, sex, and 
age barriers. Research indicates that vio- 
lence in families is a major social problem 
in the United States. 

One of the most common forms of family 
violence is the battering of female partners. 


Statistics indicate that in 60 percent of the 
marriages in this country battering has oc- 
curred. The victims are overwhelmingly 
female. It is learned behavior which tends to 
be generational. Battering is one of the most 
destructive and most common forms of 
exerting power and control over one’s part- 
ner. 

Shelter services are rooted in the belief 
that women and their children are entitled: 
to a safe environment, free from violence 
and fear of violence. River House Shelter 
serves as a safe place, removed from the 
cycle of battering where women can begin 
to assess their living situation and take con- 
trol over their own lives. Shelters serve as a 
support system for women as they take the 
necessary steps toward self-determination. 

In addition to the shelter facility, River 
House provides Hot line services 24 hours a 
day for victims of Domestic Crisis; infor- 
mation and referral to community agen- 
cies; advocacy, when needed, with those 
agencies; and weekly support group meet- 
ings.

Grayling Housing Commission 
To Receive *283,000 Grant 
To Repair, Improve Units

The Grayling Housing Commission has 
been awarded a grant of $283,000 for im- 
provements to the living units in the housing 
complex. 

The grant through the federal Housing 
and Urban Development Department will 
be used for needed repairs inside and out 
according to Guy Quigley, executive direc- 
tor of the local housing commission. He said 
that 70 of the units were originally wired 
with aluminum cable and must be rewired 
with copper because the aluminum loosens 
in the wall receptacles and light sockets. 


Quigley said that energy conservation will 
also come in for some attention because 


. doors and windows will be weather stripped 


to reduce the heat loss through those areas. 
Other repairs will be of a cosmetic nature he 


said. Soffits (the underpart of a roof over- 
hang) and fascia (the face boards of the 
overhang) will be replaced because they 
have become badly warped and are peeling 
badly. 

The Grayling City Council must still vote 
to accept the grant, Quigley pointed out. 
Once all of the appropriate acceptances and 
accounting adjustments have been made, 
three bids will be sought for the repair jobs, 
he commented. An attempt will be made to 
get the bids from local contractors, he said. 
An architect must also be employed to over- 
see the job, he pointed out. 

Quigley noted that an earlier grant this 
year of $12,000 will enable the installation of 
emergency alarms in the senior citizen 
units. He said these alarms can be used to. 
summon help for whatever the emergency 
cause might be. 


DNR Denies Military 
Request for Exchange; 
New Office ‘A Go’

The request by the Michigan State Mili- 
tary to exchange 13% sections in Kalkaska 
County for land they are now using in Craw- 
ford County was denied recently by Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 


According to John MacGregor, DNR 
deputy director for region II, the decision to 
deny the land exchange was because the ap- 
proximately 8,000 acres are now used 
heavily for recreational use. The area is 
crossed by the horse trail, is a hiking and 
cross country ski zone and has a snowmobile 
trail running through it. 

MacGregor said that there were other 
reasons that the land exchange was denied 
including the fact that the two state depart- 
ments are already into the third year of a 20- 
year lease on the property they want to ex- 


change. The military land now has kirt- 
land’s warblers nesting on it and was the 
reason that an exchange was proposed in 
the first place. 

The DNR will work with the military on an 
as need basis for land, MacGregor said. 

On another matter, it was rumored that 
the Mio District office and the Grayling field 
office were to be moved to West Branch but 
MacGregor said that the original plans for 
Grayling remained in effect. He said that it 
was still a “go” for a new field office to be 
constructed north of town in the vicinity of 
the High School. 

The Mio District office will have its Dis- 
trict supervisor and other administrative 
personnel move to West Branch, Mac- 
Gregor said. The office in Mio will continue 
to house such departments as fire suppres- 
sion and law enforcement, he pointed out. 


Miock Tornado Drill 
Prepares Emergency Team

“At 7:45 p.m., this date, it was reported 
that a tornado touched down in the south end 
of the Grayling business district.’’ That was 
the message delivered to the heads of 
various Emergency Preparedness (EP) of- 
ficials as the MOCK disaster paper drill be- 
gan last week. 

Local persons who have leadership skills 
in various protective and human services 
work on the Emergency Preparedness Com- 
mittee. They were called together last week 
to handle the mock disaster through an ex- 
change of messages and imaginary calls to 
instruct persons working under them. 

Howard Taylor, the director of Emer- 
gency Preparedness and D.J. Taylor his 
assistant routed prepared calls through EP 
Communications head Larry Akers. He in 
turn forwarded the messages to appropriate 
department (annex) heads. The first mes- 
sage, for instance, was passed on to Tony 
Doremire who directs the health operation. 
That of course was expected to result in the 
dispatching of emergency medical techni- 
cians and ambulances to the site of the 
imaginary tornado. 

Other messages exchanged by the various 
members of the team involved Public Works 
(John Keir} who was asked to send barri- 
cades to the affected area. A fire resulting 
from the severing of gas lines then involved 
Al Leng, Fire Annex head, to dispatch fire

Eventually Human Service Annex head 
Bob Porter was involved as was the Public 
Affairs head Don Geiss. Simultaneously — 
with the initial call for health services was a 
request for assistance from the Law Annex 
head, Sheriff Harold Hatfield. 

The drill was the first of many according 
to Taylor, because the state and federal 
guidelines emphasize the meetings as a 
necessity for each county to be ready in case 
a disaster strikes. 78 

In the plan for the county, all annex heads 
sit together in what might be termed a dis- 
aster control center. The theory is that all 
services can be dispatched from the center 
and all annex heads can be immediately lo- 
cated there and can be in touch with all 
other heads of services working on the prob- 
lem. 

While there were problems in the message 
exchanges and communications between 
annex heads, it was to be expected, Taylor 
pointed out, because it was the first such get 
together. Each time there is a drill the 
operation will run more smoothly, he noted.

Aren’t most Crawford County residents a 
bit tired of hearing about frivolous lawsuits? 

Lawsuits are certainly an important 
avenue for citizens to seek justice, but this 
valuable part of our judicial system is being 
overloaded. And it seems more and more 
lawsuits are based on conceit or just plain 
greed,

Who should be responsible 
for someone? Yes, it would have been nice if

Many Drivers Here Don’t Realize 
They Must Stop For School Buses 


RE: School Bus Stop Law: 

The Grayling City Police 
since the start of this schoo} 
year have been maintaining 
patrol of the middle and 
elementary school areas. 
Several traffic violation cita- 
tions have been issued to 
drivers for failure to stop for 
school buses displaying 
flashing red lights. In dis- 
cussing these violations with 
vehicle drivers it has been 
found that many do not 
realize they are required to 
stop within the City limits for 
school buses displaying al- 
ternating flashing lights. 
With this in. mind I have 
‘copied laws from the Mich- 
igan Veh. Code which apply 
to school bus traffic. It 
should aiso be noted that 
Grayling City Ord. No. 694 
has been in effect since 
January 1, 1970. 

City Ord. 69-4 Sec. 2: (in 
part) — “The driver of a 
vehicle overtaking or meet- 
ing any school bus which has 
stopped and is displaying a 
alternately flashing red 
lights located at the same 
level shall bring the vehicle 
to a full stop at least 10 feet 
from the school bus and shall 
not proceed until the school 


bus resumes motion or the 
visual signals are no longer 
activated.” 

Michigan Vehicle Code 
257.682 Subsection (2) — 
Reads exactly as, and is the 
language copied for City 
Ord. 69-4. The fast 
paragraph of subsection (2) 
reads: ‘Where the stopping 
for school buses is controlled 
by local ordinance, the ordi- 
nance shall be enforceable 
when signs giving notice of 
the local traffic regulation 
are posted upon or at the en- 
trance to the area or part of 
the area affected as may be 
most appropriate or suf- 
ficiently legible as to be seen 
by an ordinarily observant 
person. The drive of a vehi- 
cle who fails to stop for a 
school bus in violation of this 
subsection, or who fails to 
stop for a school] bus in vio- 
lation of an ordinance which 
complies with this subsction 
is guilty of amisdemenaor.”’ 

Subsection (7) — “In a 
proceeding for a violation of 
subsection (2), proof that the 
particular vehicle described 
in the citation, complaint, or 


warrant was violation of sub- . 


section (2) together with 
proof that. the defendant 


named in the citation, com- 
plaint, or warrant was, at 
the time of the violations, the 
registered owner of the 
vehicle, shall constitute in 
evidence a presumption that 
the registered owner of the 
vehicle was the driver of the 
vehicle at the time of the vic- 
lation.” 

This means that if a law of- 


ficer is given a vehicle li- | 


cense plate number, by a 
witness to the violation, he 


may legally issue a traffic 
citation to the registered 
owner of the vehicle having 
committed the violation ir- 
regardless to the driver’s 
identification. It should also 
be noted that this subsection 
(7) may be subject to local 
prosecutor. and court ter- 
minology interpretation, 
which would be beyond con- 
trol of the traffic law en- 
forcement. , 

The City of Grayling has 


posted at city street and 
highway entrances notice of 
the Ord. adoption. It is hoped 
that bringing these facts to 
the public attention will re- 
sult in a decrease of the vio- 
lations, thus increasing stu- 
dent safety and eliminating 
the necessity of issuing vio- 
Jation citations.

The safety of state prison guards, an in- 
herently dangerous occupation, remains a 
problem, because of staff shortages and 
other failures associated with the recent 
system expansion, but the murder of a Jack- 
son guard earlier this year is not reflective 
of an epidemic, Attorney General Frank 
Kelley reported. 


His report to Governor James Blanchard, » 


who requested the review after the March 
killing, said the Michigan system is no more 
or less dangerous than those in other states, 
but said several policies and procedures 
need to be changed. 

And although some legislators said Jose- 
phine McCallum’s murder showed an in- 
herent flaw in assigning females to male 
prisons, Kelley said, ‘‘There is no empirical 
evidence that the gender of a guard makes a 
difference or has an inherent impact on 
safety.’”’ 

He also emphasized only two guards in 
history have been killed by inmates (the 
other was in 1973 in Marquette) in declaring 
there is no “epidemic” problem. 

Blanchard said the recommendations 
‘can serve as a blueprint for increased 
safety for the officers.” The governor said 
the cost of the recommendations would be 
“a very small amount” and said many of 
the suggestions have already been address- 
ed by the department. 

Corrections Director Robert Brown Jr. 
said several areas in the report have al- 
ready been addressed, including improved 
training and supervision of new guards and 
studying other systems to better control the 
most dangerous prisoners. 

The report found three factors which 
repeatedly surfaced: department policies 
which are ineffective or poorly followed; 
shortages of experienced staff due to prison 
expansion; and the size of the Jackson 
prison. 

Kelley said certain procedures were not 
followed because of the inexperience of em- 
ployees, and the best employees with the 
most seniority typically transferred to new 
and better equipped prisons. 

Blanchard said the rapid prison expansion 
program, resulting in the addition of 4,700 
more guards since 1982, was not a mistake 
despite the problems associated with large 
numbers of inexperienced personnel and 
relatively new employees training recruits, 


The alternative, he said, would have left 


the criminal problem in the streets. 

The report said assaults against prison 
guards in Michigan do not appear to be 
more or less frequent than in other states, 
and rates of assaults resulting in serious in- 
jury have remained relatively constant. 

But it said assaults have risen substan- 
tially over the last few years, more than 
doubling to 1,006 in 1986 compared to two 
years earlier while prison population rose 
about 30 percent. 

The review did not find evidence of persis- 


tent sexual harassment of female guards. . 


But an internal report by the department 
had earlier found a pattern of sexual harass- 
ment of female officers by prisoners and 
male guards and inconsistent adherence to 
prison policies. 

Brown took steps to fight the harassment, 
with a hotline and other measures to en-

courage reporting of the incidents, and to 


improve procedures, but he said getting 
guards to report harassment continues to he 
a problem. 

Recommendations in the report include: 

— placing prisoners in cells that reflect 
their security classifications. 

— prohibiting release of prisoners from 
segregation due to shortages of cells. 

— using wage and other incentives to keep 
experienced officers at maximum and close 
security prisons. 

— establishing prisoner passes and details 
to better control movement; limit general 
population prisoner movement to smaller 
groups. 

— using physical, staffing and technolog- 
ical tools in designing post assignments to 
minimize risks of serious injury. 

— improving metal detector devices to 
screen for weapons. 

— expanding supervision and on-the-job 
training of new and probationary employ- 
ees, with more attention to self-defense 
techniques and methods of informing offi- 
cers of potential disturbances. 

— improving the processing of prisoner 
misconduct reports, which are often defec- 
tive.

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Ambulance - To Be or Not to Be

A failed millage, a new budget and a com- 
peting service have been factors that raise 
many questions about ambulance service. 

We thought that this time our role could be 
“‘devil’s advocate” and raise some ques- 
tions that probably should be answered by 
the persons involved so that the public can 
see issues more clearly. 

The new budget proposed by the Crawford 
County Ambulance Service calls for a 
charge of $210 per run for a resident. The 
per mile cost would be $3. A 20-mile run 
would then cost a total of $270. That same 
run would cost $265 for the Northern Mich- 
igan Emergency Medical Service (MEMS) 
ambulance. Of course the longer the run the 
closer the prices are until finally the MEMS 
cost would be slightly more. 

It would appear though that the real dif- 
ference is that the county service would be 
subsidized by a $30,000 allocation in the 
county budget. In addition the ambulance is 
housed free of charge. Are we not seeing 
things to clearly? 

The voters turned down a millage to fi- 
nance much of the costs of an ambulance 
service. The county commissioners have 
now come up wtih a budget to continue it. 


Did the voters tell us that they did not want a _ 
public ambulance service? Did they say 
only that we do not want anymore taxes or 
did they point out by that vote that those who 
use it should pay for it? 

If the people were opting for the elimina- 
tion of the service it would imply that they 
want the private service. An ambulance is 
something that is usually not an optional 
piece of equipment. Other than an ambu- 
lance call for a person because it is con- 
venient, when there is an emergency there 
is no debate about cost. If there is only one 
private ambulance will the public be at the 
mercy of that service for charges? 

The claim has also been made that the in- 
formation made public just before the elec- 
tion contained some allegations which mis- 
led the electorate. If that is the case might it 
be worthwhile to pay the additional money 
to hold another millage but this time have 
all of the pros and cons up front?. 

Of course we could have asked the people 
involved to answer the questions but per- 
haps by playing the ‘‘devil’s advocate” the 
issues can be made public and everyone will 


be better able to decide what the future 
should hold for the public service.

Of the many services 
available at Mercy Hospital, 
and perhaps one of the most 
critical is the life saving 
work performed by our Car- 
diopulmonary Department 
staff. This nine-member 
team provides service 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week.

Each month the 
department records in ex- 
cess of 250 arterial blood gas 
tests, 50 stress tests and 
nearly 1,000 respiratory 
treatments. 

Mercy cares for an in- 
creasing number of patients 
with chronic heart and lung 
disease. We are handling 
more serious cases than in 
the past, and the hospital has 
become more of an intensive 
care facility. New diagnostic 
services now provided by 
our cardiopulmonary staff 
include Halter monitoring, 
thallium stress testing, and

Critical care is an im- 
portant part of the Cardio- 
pulmonary Department. 
Ventilator care is just one of 
the many tasks performed in 
our six-bed Critical Care 
Unit. Patients on ventilators 
are monitored hourly by car- 
diopulmonary personnel. Ar- 
terial blood gases are drawn 
to monitor the patient’s con- 
dition, as wel as lung 
volumes and other tests to 
help wean the patient from 
the ventilator. 


During a Dr. Heart or a 
Code Green alert in the hos- 
pital, cardiopulmonary staff 
assist in intubation, suction- 
ing and maintenance of the 
patient’s airway, artificially 
ventilating patients during 
cardiac and respiratory 
arrests and assisting in car- 
diac compressions, 


The EKG/EEG depart- 
ment was incorporated into 
Cardiopulmonary in 198. 
The EKG/EEG section con- 
ducts approximately 400 pro- 
cedures a month, including 
routine EKGs, stress tests 
and rhythm strips. The 
EKG/EEG section provides 


a valuable service to the hos- 
pital and the physicians. Pa- 
tients requiring an electro- 
cardiogram or an electro- 
encephalogram can have the 
tests performed right at 
Mercy. By providing the 
testing at Mercy, we are of- 
fering a convenience for the 
patients and critical diag- 
nostic information to the 
physicians in situations 
where speed is very often 
vital. 


With the expanding role 
and the increased responsi- 
bilities of the staff in cardio- 
pulmonary come corre- 
sponding requirements for 
training and education. Suc- 
cessful applicants at Mercy 
Hospital must have com- 
pleted a licensed practical 
nursing program, or its 
equivalent, to be considered 
for employment. It takes one 
year of school to become a 
certified respiratory ther- 
apist, and two to three years 
to become a registered ther- 
apist. A graduate respira- 
tory therapist must intern in 
the field for at least one year 
before he or she can become 
registered.

Jesus Christ is the most 
glorious person any human 
being has ever, or will ever 
know. John will describe this 
glory throughout the gospel 
of John as he proves Jesus 
Christ to be eternal God. 

We are again reminded of 
the glory of His eternality. 
“John (the Baptist) bare 
witness of him, and cried, 
saying, This was he of whom 
I spake, He that cometh af- 
ter me is preferred before 
me: for he was before me.” 
(John 1:15), John the Baptist 
was born six months before 
Jesus, so this is a reference 
to the pre-existence of Christ 
as a divine being. Again in 
John 1:18, Jesus Christ is re- 
ferred to as “‘the only be- 
gotten Son” which is another 
title of His eternal relation- 
ship with the Father. He is 
the infinite only begotten Son 
who has always held that 
position without beginning. 

Jesus Christ is the fulness 
or full sufficiency of the gad- 
head in His glory. “‘And of 
his fulness have all we re- 
ceived, and grace for 
grace.” (John 1:16). Paul 
tells us of this glory in Colos- 
sians 2:9: “For in him 
dwelleth all the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily.”’ Paul went 
on to say, ‘And ye are com- 
plete in him, which is the 
head of all principality and 
power.” (Col. 2:10). The 
glory of His sufficiency 
meets our every need. 

Jesus Christ is the moral 
perfection of God in His 
glory. “For the law was 
given my Moses, but grace 


and truth came by Jesus 
Christ.”” (John 1:17). Law 
condemns, grace forgives. 
Law requires, grace be- 
stows. Law judges the best 
man, grace saves the worst 
man. Law points to man’s 
sir, grace points to God’s 
salvation. Law points to the 
need of Christ, grace points 
to the person of Christ. Jesus 
Christ is the only source of 
grace or unmerited favor. 
Jesus Christ is truth person- 
ified. (John 14:6). Paul said, 
“Jn whom are hid all the 
treasurers of wisdom and 
knowledge.”’ 

Jesus Christ is omnipres- 
ent in His glory. ‘No man 
hath seen God at any time; 
the only begotten Son, which 
is in the bosom of the Father, 
he hath declared him.” 
{John 1:18). John said Jesus 
Christ was upon earth and 
‘in the bosom of the Father’’ 
at the same time. Only God 
can be omnipresent. 

Jesus Christ is glorious in 
His revelation of the Father. 
“He hath decided him.”’ As 
Jesus said in John 10:30: “‘I 
and my Father are one.” For 
this the Jews attempted to 
stone Him for blasphemy 
saying ‘‘...because that thou, 
being a man, makest thyself 
God.”’

Palestine in the time of our 
Lord was a province of the 
Rome, Like all provinces, it 
paid a special tax as a sign of 
its dependence with respect 
to the emperor.

The question is a trap! They 
reason that if He answers no, 
He will get into trouble with 
the Roman authority and 
will be arrested; if He an- 
swers yes, He will anger the 
people and they will reject 
Him. In both cases they 
would be rid of Jesus. As He 
often does in these circum- 
stances, Jesus gives an an- 
swer that goes beyond the 
question they asked. 

What does Jesus see as the 
real problem? The coming of 
the Kingdom. To the tem- 
poral authority He gives

what belongs to it, saying at _ 


the same time that the reign 
of God is not bound to the 
reality which is called the 
State. To God Christ gives 
what belongs to God, the dig- 
nity and the destiny of the 
human person. 

Which takes priority - con- 
version of the heart or social 
reforms. Since the heart is a 
source and since it is in the 
heart that the Gospel is im- 
planted, priority belongs to 
the effort to bring about the 
conversion of the heart. In 
this way, the Christian who 
engages in social reform 
does not run the danger of 
basing his actions on prin- 
ciples which are those of the 
world and not of the Gospel. 
She/he will render service to 
the world by not confining 
himself to repeating what 
the world itself says, but by 
proclaiming the very mes- 
sage of the Gospel.

An inescapable fact facing 
today’s resource managers 
is that a finite supply of re- 
sources must be shared by a 
growing population. Fish 
and wildlife habitat is 
shrinking while recreational 
opportunity is increasing. It 
is not possible to encourage 
or allow the abuse or overuse 
of limited resources, after 
all, if every deer hunter kill- 
ed a deer, our deer herd 
would last no more than two 
years. 


Our fish and game re- 
sources belong to all of the 
residents of the state - equal- 
ly.

— out and out criminals, 
who often break other laws 
(an amazing number of hard 
core poachers are known to 
be drug dealers, thieves and 
prone to violence, usually 
against persens who can’t 
defend themselves).

here in Michigan with the 
present center being located 
in Troy. 

Business people in 1953 
watched with interest when 
The Ann and Hope Mill Out- 
let in Rhode Island, which 
manufactured tinsel and cor- 
sage ribbons, sold discount- 
ed ribbons and greeting 
cards as well as women’s 
housedresses for $2.19 each. 
It was hailed as a new era in 
retailing and led to the for- 
mation of several other dis- 
count houses. 


In 1962 the man who was 
then president of what still 
was known as the Kresge 
Company demonstrated the 
results of the company’s 


study of discount stores by . 


opening its first K mart in 
Garden City, Michigan. The 
idea not only caught on but 
its future was proven when 
by 1966, 162 stores had begun 
operation. 


Today there are about 
2,200 Kmart stores in the 
continental United States, 
Puerto Rico and Canada. 
The name of the company 
was changed in 1977 to 
Kmart Corporation to re- 
flect the fact that more than 
95 percent of sales are gen- 
erated by K mart stores. 

Today, K mart is the most 
frequently shopped store in 
America according to press 
releases. It differs greatly 
from its forerunner of the 
60’s and 70’s. Kmart now 
emphasizes national-brand 
goods but also has a strong 
program of private label 
products for the value-con- 
scious customers. 

In a_ publication titled 
“What ‘Discount? DOESN’T 
Mean at K mart” it is stated 
that the concept of discount- 
ing does not mean giving up 
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value for low price. All items 
sold are first quality-no 
seconds or irregulars. 

Updating the history of the 
company, the same two 
operating principles apply 
as they did when the first 
store at Garden City was 
opened: Provide the custo- 
mer with the convenience of 
“one stop shopping” and of- 
fer quality merchandise at 
discount prices. 


While the company is 
huge, it has not lost sight of 
the importance of individ- 
uals within the organization. 
As examples Bernard M. 
Fauber, chairman and chief 
executive officer, and 
Joseph E. Antonini, presi- 
dent and chief operating offi- 
cer, have both worked their 
way through the ranks in the 
chain. 

Looking outward in public 
service, K mart announced 
last March that to celebrate 
its 25th Anniversary it would 
kick off a nationwide com- 
munity service project — 
‘Learn to read’’, an instruc- 
tional reading program for 
illiterate adults. It ran a tele- 
vised series of 30 television 
programs 30 minutes long on 
70 television stations over a 
period of six weeks. The 
company estimated that 
they reached more than 50 
percent of U.S. households. 
“We wanted to establish a 
‘give back’ program that 
would benefit’ the entire 
country by providing a much 
needed community service,” 
Fauber said. 


Turning to the Grayling 
Kmart store, Les Felder, 
manager provided some in- 
teresting information about 
the products, some customer 
paths to satisfaction and lo- 
cal company history.

Felder reminded us that 
the ground was broken in 
January of 1984 for the local 
store. 

As the store neared com- 
pletion many local individ- 


uals were interviewed and 
given positions. Some per- 


sons wondered whether it 
would take business away 
from other stores while 
others contended that it 
would result in additional 
business for those stores be- 
cause of K mart’s ability to 
draw customers from a 
great distance. 

The latter theory may be 
correct because the store 
records show persons driv- 
ing from  Prudenville, 
Houghton Lake, Mio, Lewis- 
ton, Lovells and Kalkaska 
among other towns to shop at 
the Grayling store. 

Presently there are 87 per- 
sons employed by the store 
with a substantial annual 
payroll. Felder, who was for- 


merly co-manager of the 
store in St. Clair Shores, 
came to the area as the local 
manager. 

Local business persons 
point to Felder as an asset to 
our community because of 
his active leadership role. 
He presently is an elected 
member of the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of Com- 
merce and serves as its trea- 
surer. He is also the presi- 
dent of the Grayling Rotary 
Club. 


Felder plays down his role 
in the area while talking up 
the civic attitude of the 
K mart employees. He point- 
ed out that many of the peo- 
ple serve in organizations lo- 
cally. Those groups include a 
volunteer on the spouse 
abuse crisis line, civic clubs 
and business organizations. 

While speaking of employ- 
ees, Felder pointed out that 


they are all trained to be of 
as much assistance as possi- 
ble to a customer but there 
are some cases where they 
are not able to make deci- 
sions. AS an example he 
pointed out they cannot sub- 
stitute one manufacture of a 
sale item for another. In the 
case where a customer has 


’ traveled a good distance and | 


finds that an item is sold out, 
he said, the best method of 
handling the matter is to ask 
to see a member of the man- 
agement team. He said, 
“You will walk out. satis- 
fied.” He suggested that 
when help is needed go to the 
front desk and the clerk wil] 
advise about the best method 
of handling a problem. 

He 


emphasized that 


‘K mart and the employees 


are part of the comnunity 
and as such they want to 
assist fellow community 
members wherever possible.
